Inateail of paying the boy 
wages, the farmer places each 
week one dollar in the savings 
bank in hia name and shows bin 
the book, besides giving him 
some spending money. 

What has worked out so well 
in this instance, will equally ap- 
ply to regular farm problems 
and would advise farmers to tty 
the orphan boys.
